Subject: Grant Conference 


For those of you who attended the Grant Conference this morning, you might recall that I stressed the importance of 
monitoring encumbrances and expenditures, and using the correct budget period for payments during the Accounting 
segment. The Accounting Homepage includes many useful sections as they relate to Federal Grants, particularly ARRA, 
Federal Grants, the Internal Control Plan, and Accounting Reports. Accounting Reports contain both the 
Encumbrance/Expenditure reports and the Program Code List. 

The Encumbrance/Expenditure reports are available in both Excel and report format and are segregated by bureau. We 
have drilled down further by making a distinction between the MM object codes, the PP object codes and the lower-sub 
object codes (these are mostly your vendor payments). You can also see those providers/vendors that have not yet billed 
against an encumbrance. These reports are updated weekly and should be a helpful tool in the grant management process. 

The Federal Program Code List should provide some very useful information and can be found in the Federal Grants Report 
folder (located within the Accounting Reports folder).
